B58 Hustler, the nation’s first su- 
personic bomber, made its initial 
flight today at Fort Worth, Tex., 
the U. S. Air Force announced.

There is considerable hope here 
that the alliance can eventually 
be rebuilt on a sound basis be- 
cause the activities of the Soviet 
Union have revived in London, 
Paris and Washington the fear 
that produced the Atlantic alli- 
ance in the first place.

DEATH OF STALIN 


After the death of Stalin, and 
the introduction of what was ad- 
vertised as the Khrushchev-Bul- 
ganin ‘‘liberalization’’ policy, Lon- 
don and Paris began to diverge 
from Washington in their esti- 
mate of the Soviet danger, and 
finally broke from Washington on 
the assumption that they could do 
so without Soviet intervention. 


Not Just Ideals, But the Will To Fight 
For Them, Says Baruch, Lauding Wilson 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 11 —Ber- 
nard M. Baruch said today Wood- 
row Wilson “is a reminder to us 


that ideals are 
not enough — we 
must have the 


will to fight for 
them.” 


Baruch, a close 
friend of Wilson, 
was principal 
speaker at the 
dedication of the 
Woodrow Wilson 


Memorial and 
permanent tomb 
in Washington 
(Episcopal) Cathedral. 

Veterans organizations were rep- 
resented at the ceremony, falling 
on the 38th anniversary of the end 
of World War I. The rites were 
part of the centennial celebration 
of the wartime president’s birth 
on Dec. 28, 1856. 


Wilson was buried in 1924 in a 
vault in the crypt of the massive 
church. The body remained there 
until Oct. 29, when it was moved 
to the $150,000 memorial in the 
nave of the cathedral, which is 
still under construction. 

Baruch, in paying tribute to Wil- 
son, said in his prepared talk 
that ‘‘All the qualities which ac- 
count for Wilson’s greatness . . 
were brought into sharpest focus 
by the war and the quest for

Baruch déclared Wilson ‘‘dared 
to do what few statesmen have 
had the courage to do—to intro- 
duce ethics into international af- 
fairs and to insist that the con- 
duct of nations as well as men 
be governed by law.”’ 

“This concept must prevail,” 
he said, “if the world is ever 
again to know real peace, if 
men are ever to dare to lay 
aside their arms, if the power 
of the atom is ever to be used 
for the improvement rather than 
the destruction of life. . . .” 

The rejection of the League of 
Nations was tragic for Wilson in 
personal terms, Baruch said, but 
infinitely more so for the world. 

‘‘History has vindicated him,”’ 


‘\Baruch said, “‘and his country-

As seen from here, there 
has always been a certain de- 
gree of condescension in the of- 
ficial -attitude of London and 
Paris toward Washington. 


SOMEWHAT NAIVE 


Nobody said so outright, of 
course, but it was felt here that 
London and Paris regarded the! 
United States as the big, power- 
ful, and idealistic, but somewhat 
naive partner, who didn’t quite 
understand the facts of interna- 
tional life, but would go along, 
even when in disagreement, if 
Britain and France took a strong 
lead and got in trouble. 


The melancholy developments of 
the last few weeks have, it is 
hoped here, removed that illusion 
of superior wisdom, and provided 
an opportunity for the three allies 
to take a new look, not only at the 
Soviet Union, but at each other. 


These recent developments have 
removed another illusion. This is 
that the different approaches here 
and on the other side of the At- 
lantic toward Anglo-French inter- 
ests in the former colonial areas 
of the world can be overcome by 
dramatic action which confronts 
Washington with a fait accompli. 
CRASH LANDINGS 

Washington is not going to co- 
operate on that basis. It does not 
like military participation without 
consultation any more than it liked 
taxation without representation 
some time ago. If it is no invited 
to be in on the takeoffs, it doesn’t 
want to be in on the crash land- 
In short, the feeling here is that

Although no announcement has 
been made and members of the 
Fulton County delegation in the 
legislature are reluctant to pre- 
dict what the Georgia Legislature 
will do, general opinion is that 
any legislature change will not 
affect the date of the upcoming 
primary. 

Four years ago, the primary 
was set for the second Wednes- 
day in May. At that time it was 
said the change from the fall, or 
late primary, was for that time 
only. The law, however, simply 
changed the date from September 
to May without any other stipu- 
lation. 


CHARTER CHANGE 
This means that unless the 


January session of the Legisla-: 


ture changes the Atlanta charter, 
the primary will be held May 
8 in 1957. : : 

A mayor, 17 aldermen, and 
nine members of the Atlanta 
board of education will be nomi- 
nated in the 1957 primary for 
new four-year terms, and 16 
members of the City Democratic 
Executive Committee are sched- 
uled to be elected at the same 
time. 

Several advantages are 
claimed for a May primary next 
year. One is that a bond issue, 
the largest single issue ever pro- 
posed for Atlanta, should be 
voted on in the primary. It is 
argued that the improvements 
the bond issue will provide should 
be started as soon as possible, 
and that a six-month delay 
simply to avoid prospects of 
lame ducks on the aldermanic 
board or other posts should not 
be countenanced. Then, too, 
there is the old argument that 
a summer campaign actually 
stirs scant interest. 

Those contending for a late 
primary cite the prospect of 
lame ducks and say the Septem- 
ber primary is preferable to a 
spring contest. , 

In any event any change in 
the Atlanta charter ordering a 
late primary must have the 


DeKalb legislative delegations. 
There are reports that no such 
unanimity exists or is likely for 


the 1957 primary although an 
agreement might be reached for 
late primaries after 1957. 

The Atlanta schools already have 
scheduled improvements costing 
$32,000,000 by 1960. Miss Ira Jar- 
rell, school superinfendent, and the 
board agree that $17,000,000 in 
bonds should be approved next 
year as emergency needs and that 
another $15,000,000 will be de- 
manded in 1960 to meet normal ex- 
pansion needs. They warn that any 
mushrooming of school population 
will mean additional demands for 
school facilities, 

The city proper is aWaiting a re- 
port from Dr. Alfred Buehler and 
a corps of experts from the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania regarding 
the city’s future improvement 
needs and means for providing the 
money to finance them. The Bueh- 
ler report is expected before the 
end of the year. 


TO STUDY NEEDS 


Atlanta and Fulton county also 
are expected to appoint a joint 
citizens bond commission to can- 
vass needs of both governments to 
set up the bond issue. Airport, 
water, sewer, traffic and other 
needs will be included in requests. 

Atlanta and Fulton county lead- 
ers will take the bond issues to the 
voters to the refrain that prepara- 
tions must be made for a popula- 
tion of 1,000,000 and probably more 
for the fastest growing city in the 
Southeast.

Atlanta Says Goodbye 
To a Spiritual Leader 


Archbishop Gerald P. O’Hara of the 
old diocese of Savannah-Atlanta who 
ended his official connection with this 
city with the division of the state into 
two dioceses and the installation of the 
Most Rev. Francis E. Hyland as the first 
Roman Catholic Bishop of Atlanta will 
remain in memory here as one of the city’s 
most popular figures. 


In an expression of farewell he said: 
“Atlanta will always be in my heart. I 
know the city is just beginning to attain 
its real stature and that it will go on. 
I regret to sever my official connection, 
but the city and state always will be in 
my prayers.” 

The archbishop first came to Georgia 
as the Bishop of Savannah, and then came 
the title change to Bishop of Savannah- 
Atlanta.

The American merchant marine has 
had rough sailing in the face of foreign 
competition in normal times. Apparently 
it takes a national crisis or a great 
boom in world trade to keep the United 
States’ merchant navy prosperous. 

Time was, though, when American 
sailors and revolutionary American de- 
sign made our merchant fleet the undis- 
puted ruler of the seas of commerce, Per- 
haps this pioneer new ship will restore 
the prestige and the profit margin of the 
grand old days of the clippers.

‘Mail Early’ 
Plea Going 
Into Schools 


By BOB WILLIMON 

Don't be surprised if your child 

comes home from school one day 
soon and says, ‘‘“Mama — mail 
early for Christmas.” 
’ It’ll just be the hoped-for result 
of a new campaign by the regional 
postal authorities to relieve holi- 
day mail congestion. 

Postmasters in a four-state South- 
eastern area are being urged to 
centact their local.school superin- 
tendents and arrange for “spot 
announcements” on the virtues of 
mailing early. 

The postal people apparently 
aren't counting on 100 per cent ef- 
fectiveness of this latest gimmick, 
however. The Atlanta Post Office 
on Nav. 26 will begin hiring some 
800 to 850 extra employes to help 
handle an expected ‘“unprece- 
dented volume of Christmas mail.”’ 
The Post Office Dept.’s some 35.,- 
000 employes in Georgia, Florida 
and the Carolinas will be boosted 
temporarily by 20 per cent, said 
Hartley B. Dean, regional postal 
director. 

Burl F. Sanders, acting Atlanta 
postmaster, predicted the Christ- 
mas mail flow will ‘‘peak’’ here 
on Monday, Dec. 17. Last year’s 
Christmas mail peaked on Dec. 
20, when local employes handled 
3,347,989 letters, 168,577 sacks of 
parcel post and 13,132 parcels too 
big to get in a sack..
